the timely letter of Judge John il. Lea,
which we publish in another column as
the strongest argument famished by
any of our friends, aud one that cannot
fail to have weight with considerate
men of all classes. Sanitary reform is

the first great need of Memphis, and we

hope the board of general council will so

conclude y, and initiate it by the
passage of the ordinance submitted to
them by the board of health, the mem-

bers of which are desirous of answering
the appeals of the people for something
to be done at once toward cleaning, and
keeping clean, all the private residences
as as the public streets and alleys.
